This 
included many photographs and articles covering Churchill’s varied career, as well as 
stamps and covers from those fields in which he was closely involved such as Boer War, 
Royal Naval Air Service and British Occupation of Iraq, as well as politics. It also included 
information on Churchill’s varied interests such as painting, horse racing and farming.

Geoffrey Datson started the evening with different musical related covers followed by the 
1971 postal strike covers. Mike Bavin put up postcards for Skegness in the Queen Victoria 
era which included mixed date stamps.

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variety of cards and covers from Belgium. Peter Morton rounded off the first half with a 


few OV GB Id blacks and 2d blues, which showed the different shades and varieties.
